THE INSTITUTE. 


An Iateresting Session Yesterday 
Afternoon.—To-Day’s Preceed- 
ings. 

The afternoon session was ealled 
to order at 1:30 °P. mM. by Superin- 
tendent Young. After asong, ‘‘ Ah 
I have sighed to rest me,'’ rendered 
by Miss Barnes, Mra. M. H. Swift 
read an address on ‘“ Natural 
History in the Common Schools,” 
Ideas, like elements, are few in 
number and _  indedtructible. It 
should be our work to arrange ideas 
properly. Mr. Parker, of Quincy 
fame said he had stolen his methods 
and advised others to do likewise. 
If ideas I give you this afternoon 
benefit you, it matters not whether 
they are my own or others. We 
learn best, hewever, when we dis- 
cover for ourselves. Public mind is 
awake to the interest of the chil- 
dren, yet they cannot learn every- 
thing’ 

Many important studies must be 
left out of the curriculam, and yet 
children should know something of 
Natural History. Organize a Nat- 


ural Hist ry class in the primar 

schools. small children will read- 
ily learn some difference in species. 
Natural History affords an easy in- 
troduction to other branches, as well 
as being an agreeable rest from the 
harder studies. Those who live in 
the country and see nothing of its 
natural history, do not use their 


eyes, 

Natural history should be taught 
in primary grades, because in the 
earlier years the mind is moulded 
to true Knowledge. Information is 
to be given by showing the pupil 
how to get knowledge for himself. 
Excite interest for it must be awak- 
ened and kept alive. Children 
must be taught to ols rve; what- 
ever teaches the chiid to think 
quickly, helps in all the operations 
of life. Most children that enter 
schools have not learned to use their 
faculties, they must therefore be 
taught, Every step is easier than 
the one preceding it. Bcoks of nat- 
ural history are a useful nion y. but 
they are not creators of knowledge. 
Let children aid you; finding flow- 
ers and insects will amuse and hel 
ebildren. Never mind if they bring 
too many bugs, etc., into the sshool, 
if they are interested the end is 
served. Learn to say ‘I don’t 
know’”’ to a child, and you can learn 
with them. Microscopic examina- 
tions are of great use; when pupils 
are interested, yourown interest is 
awakened; increase the acuteness of 
perceptive faculties; in primary 
=e give lessons once a week; 
alf an hour’s lesson in flowers, with 
a wide awake teacher, teaches a 
child a great deal; en:leavor to be a'e 
to tell the children the habi 
and peculiarities of the flow- 
ers or insects that they ure 
familiar with. Manifest interest 
and you will secure the attention 
of the pupils. ‘Talk to the dullest— 
there will be no trouble with the 
rest, Agk questions about familiar 
animals, as, ‘‘How many toes has a 
man on his foot?’’ e must add 
to our stock and knowledge by ex- 
changing ideas with others. hen 
we apy Agen intelligently, it is 
time resign. You can tell a 
child why a hen does not fall off the 
reost, and he listens dreamily, but 
show him so that he understands 
and he is interested. Mrs, Swift 
then proceeded to illustrate by 
using a chicken’s feot and explain- 
ing the action of the muscles, and 
then explained the connecting 
links of various kingdoms by dia- 
grams on the black-board. Mr. 
Alexander of Reno and Mrs. Joues 
of the State Orphans’ Home took 
ee in the discussion. After Miss 

inlayson had favored the Institute 
with a song, a communication was 
read from Dr. Bishop of the State 
Iusane Asylum, extendinga cordial 
invitation to the teachers of the 
institute to visit that institution. 
The thanks of the Institute were 
unanimously given to Dr. Bishop 
for his kind offer, and a committee 
of three was appointed to arrange 
the time for the visit. 

“TO-DAY. 


Rev. G. W. James spoke on 
‘Music in our Public Schools.”’ He 
said: “America is far ahead of 
England as a musical country, but 
its laurels have long been taken 
away, and I think I speak within 
bounds when I say that America is 
at least 100 per cent. below England 
to-day iu general musical know- 
ledge amongst the masses, I will 
divide the subject into a firstly, 
secondly and thirdly : 

I,—The need of singing in our 
public schools. 

Il.—Difficuities in the way of 
teaching, 

III.--How to overcome them. 

The need of singing in our public 
schools is apparent to all. The 
human voice, exercised in music, is 
the universal language of the world. 
It gives joy promotes health, fills 
up the leisure time harmlessly aud 
improvingly, and is a general civ- 
ilizer and elevator of mankind; 
hence, let all children be taught to 
sing as they are taught to talk. Let 
it become as easy to sing as it is to 
speak. In England this is required, 
The teacher onl earns half 
the children

there is a vast difference between 
mere speaking or reciting, and be- 
ing able to read for oneself, so there 
is a vast difference between singing 
by ear and singing by note. The 
mind ef the one is but that of the 
parrot, which reproduces only the 
sounds it has heard, while the mind 
of the other is that of a master who 


thoroughly understands that which | 


he speaks. Therefore on the same 
priociple that we say teach all chil- 
dren to read, I say teach all children 
to sing. And now the all impor- 
tant question is asked, ‘“‘can it be 
done?” “Can a child be taught to 
to sing by note in the short space of 
time aliowable in the _ public 
schools?” My- answer fis a ver 

emphatic ‘‘yes!”” Not only can it 
be done, but it bas been done, is 
being done, and will continue to be 
done so long as people sing. And 
to those teachers who doubt it— 
those who deny it—I ask to be per- 
mitted in all kindness to give a 
a word of caution: Ere many years 
are past, you will be required to do 
it, therefore prepare, or your places 
will be filled by those who can and 
will obey the common commaad; 
but there are difficulties in the way. 
After going over these and giving 
the vid nutation a general scoring, 
the lecturer proceeded to write 
various musical illustrations upon 
the board and challenged any “sight 
sipger’’ present to read them at 
sight. These difficulties were the

P| Solfa system of England. After a 


few words of explanation of the 
system the leeture was concluded 
amidst the applause of the Lusti- 
tute. 

Mr. Howe of Carson being absent 
C. H. Allen was asked to take up 
the subject ‘The Best System of 
Grading Schools.’’. In the conrse 
of his remarks he said: ‘‘It is use- 
less to speak of the advantages of 
graded schovls, There are two 
ways of grading: First—separation 
of departments and giving to each 
teacher the grade he can teach; 


ts Secoud—~<division of schools so that 


one grade will take up one set of 
studies, and another grade another. 
the great objection to the former is 
that nearly all teachers have a/' 
hobby, and if a school is not graded 
this hobby is ridden todeath. A 
graded course compels the teacher 
to keep all studies abreast of each 
other, therefore there is no chance 
for hobbies. Wheu a pupil is in 
the Third reader he should know 
just so much of arithmetio, so much 
of mocgrapsy so much of writing 
ete. Each study should be carried 
on whether the teacher likes it or 
not. I do not know the best s)%- 
tem of grading, but it should be 
done upon one ortwothings. First 
—according to the ability to read, 
by this I mean to take up a book 
and read the thought all out 
of it, not simply to elocute; 
but to read and understand. Second, 
Upon the ability to handle num- 
bers. Require pupils to dd this, for 
no amount of definitions or reading 
of answers is of auy value unless 
the work can practically be done, 
Mathematics are the strength, read- 
ing and language, the culture, 
general sciences, the knowledge of 
a pupil. Grading should be the 
rovince of city and county super- 
ntendents, assisted by the teachers. 
Children that can go to school but 
two or three months in the year 
should be carried on notwithstand- 
ing the grading. Accommodate the 
grading to those who need it most. 
Those who attend regularly should 
be systematically carried through 
a complete course of general study. 
The grammar school diploma of 
California serves a great purpose. 
The effect of this system is felt 
throughout the State. The gram- 
mar school should be looked upon 
as the educational unit, for it is the 
great university of America. Mr. 
Allen then gave a talk on grammar, 


He offered the following cautions | 


to the teachers: Observe closely 
the language of those who speak 
with fluency, elegance and pro- 
priety. In reading, pay particular 
attention to the language of the au- 
thor. If there are ‘‘vagrant’’ ex- 
pressions in your own _ speech, 
pursue them te the end and they 
will eventually disappear. As for 
the pupils, they must recite stand- 
ing firmly on the floor. Require 
them to speak in full, clear sen- 
tences, so that one not hearing the 
queation, it could be distinguished 
in the answer. Do not entirely 
discard theoretical grammar, for 
its object is to enable the student to 
casa and appreciate

Such a line as that 
would not only give Nevada an 
ocean route, but it would bring 
Southern California in close rela- 
tions with this region. The timber 
of the Truckee would be scattered 
over all Los Angeles, Inyo, San 
Bernardino and San Diego counties, 
The route would be at least 150 
miles nearer than the present one, 
and it will open up a new and val- 
uable country.

Could also be made by an additional 
50 miles of road reaching the 
Needles, where the Atlantic &

will be remembered that the South- 
ern Pacific folks obtained a contrel- 
ling interest in the western division 
of the Atlantic & Pacific and control 
it from the Needles to Mojave, thus 
shutting it out as a competing 
through line; but east of the 
Needies they have no interest or 
control in it, and if a connection 
was made with it there it would be 
glad to compete for Nevada buei- 
ness, and would try to divert it 
from the Denver & Rio Grande and 
Union Pacific.
